GARFINKEL furnished the following background information pertaining 
to himself* - 

He stated that he was born on July 15, 1917 in Brooklyn, New York. 
In January of 1938, he graduated from the College of the City of New York 
with a B.E.E. degree and continued studying at CCNY for one additional 
semester, at which time he passed a Civil Service examination and received 
an appointment of Junior Marine Engineer at the New York Naval Yard, Brooklyn, 
New York, in approximately June of 1938.

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Further concerning LOUISE ROSS, she stated that she. 
recalled that LOUISE ROSS had dated a Haitian, who was a student 
at Cornell University. She believed that this took place prior 
to 194-3-191+14-, for in this period she recalled that LOUISE ROSS 
took a trip to Mexico, which was for the purpose of ’’following 1 ' 
this Haitian student. She recalled that while LOUISE was in 
Mexico she received a cablo from her in which she requested 
forty to sixty dollars. She recalled that she sent the requusted 
money, amount not definitely recalled, and that LOUISE ROSS later 
repaid ^25.00 of this. She Stated that she did not know the 
name of this Haitian student, however, she had heard that his 
family was allegedly “high up 11 in the Haiti Government. Sho 
recalled that VICTOR ROSS was quite concerned over LOUISE’S 
friendship with this Haitian student and was awaro that it would 
have an advorse affect upon his legal practice in the Ithaca area. 

Mrs. KAHN stated that eventually nothing materialized 
in connection with LOUISE’S friendship with this Haitian studont. 
It was her impression that LOUISE returned from Mexico alono. 

Mrs. KAHN stated that sinco her social break with the 
ROSSES sho has had no contact with them whatever. 

Concerning herself she' stated that she and her son, 
E-HRAIM. travelled to Russia, England, loland and France during 
l r 36. is noted that the records of the Passport Division, 

Department of State, reflect that the KAHNS were issued passports 
In 1936 to travel to Russia, England, Noland and France^jf She 
stated that in going to Russia that her son and herself took 
the Sha-iro Tour. She recalled that this was an individual by 
the name of HENRY'CHAi-IRO , who went along as a guide and remained 
quite aloof from the other membera of the tour.

VIII - INTERVIEW OP MRS. FRIIL* FRUMES 

It is recalled that the following entry appeared in 
SARANTS* Bates List Finder, which was located during the permissive 
search of their residence at Ithaca, New York, -by Bureau agents 
on July 19-20, 1950:

ALFRED SARANT stated that this entry roferred to old 
friends of his wife, LOUISE, and his mother and father-in-law, 

Mr. and Mrs. VICTOR K. D. ROSS. SARANT stated that h^ mot CONN, 
(Mrs. MURIEL KAHN), the entry appearing hero inbef ore, at FRU1IES* 
home. 

Mrs. SARANT stated that this entry refers to FRIKA 
FRUKES, whQ is an old friond of the ROSS family, Mrs, SARANT* S 
parents. "i 

On July 29, 1953 Mrs. FRIMA FRUMES, also known as 
Mrs. SAMUEL FRUMES , 50 West Ninth Street, New York City, telephone 
number AL 1+-1771, was interviewed by SA IIERi.*'*N C. LIT 'LS JOHN and 
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the writer. She stated that she is employed as secretary to 
tho i ionoor Youth of America, Inc., 45 As tor Place, New York 
City, telephone number GR 3-1727. She said she has been 
employed with this organization, which has youth camps, for a 
number of years. 

Mrs. FRUK2S stated that she is the sister-in-law of 
Mrs. MURIEL KAKN and that her deceased husband is tho brother 
of Mrs. RATH . 

She advised that she met Mr. and Mrs. VICTOR K.D. 

ROSS through the 1 arent-Toacher s Association of tho Little Red 
Schoolhouso during, the middle 1930's, possibly during the 1936- 
1938 period. She stated that her meeting with the ROSSES 
was prior to tho ROSSES* moving to Ithaca, New York. She said 
that her daughter, who is younger than LOUISE ROSS, was also 
attending the Littlo Red Schoolhouse at that time. Sho 
recalled that MINA ROSS and herself were in a play Iproduction 
sponsored by tho faront-Teachers association and their friendship 
stemmed from this association. She stated that she did not 
recall where the ROSSES resided at the time, however, subsequent 
to their move to Ithaca sho recalled that MIKA ROSS did sometimes, 
when in New York City, “stay over 11 at her apartment, which was 
then located at 59 West Tenth Street and later at her current 
address, 50 »<est Ninth Street. She recalled that LOUISE 
stayed at her apartment over a wbolrond immediately prior to her 
attendance of a college in Clovoland, Ohio, which would be 
approximately 1941-1942. The purpose of her visit to New York 
City was for the purpose of shopping for clothes for college. 

She said that other than this weekend visit she did not recall 
that LOUISE ROSS had ever visited in her apartment and added that 
she definitely never stayed with her for a period of timo. 

She vaguelj' recalled having met a Haitian boyfriend 
of LOUISE ROSS, possibly in tho Washington Square park area, 
which is near her current address. She said that it is possible 
she met this Haitian boyfriend at her 59 West Tenth Street address 
at one timo and recalled that ho was a student at Cornell University. 
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She stated that she does not recall ever having visited LOUISE 
at her 65 Morton Street, Greenwich Village, apartment* 

Concerning ALFRED SARAH T, she stated she never 
met him and that all she knows concerning him was furnished her 
primarily by MIKA ROSS. She said she never visited the ROSSES 
in Ithaca. She recalled that MIKA ROSS and herself took a trip 
to Mexico during August, 1950, via MINA’S Austin. She said that 
HINA came to New York City a few days prior to August 1, 1950, 
at which time she stayed at her apartment preparing for their 
trip and waiting for the time when she (Mrs. FRTJHES) could get away 
She said they drove to Mexico and arrived in Mexico City 
approximately in the August 12-15 period; stayed at a hotel, name 
unrecalled for one night and went to another hotel, name unrecalled 
on the next day. She stated that during their stay in Mexico 
City they received mail in care of Wells Fargo. 

lirs. FRUHSS stated that while in Mexico City they took 
two trips, one to Tasco, or some similar Mexican city, where they 
remained for one or two nights. Biey later took a trip to 
Cuernavaca. She advised they were dontihually together, except 
for one day each when they were respectively ill, due to a 
sickness resulting from food poisoning. She stated that she 
believes IIINA A0S c went shopping during part of the day that she 
(Mrs. FRUHES) was ill. She does not recall that i liTA ROSS had 
any visitors, made any contacts or received any communications 
while in Mexico, other than letters from her husband. 

Mrs. FRUMPS said that while in the second Mexican 
hotel, name unrecalled, in which they stayed for most of their 
stay in Mexico City, she recalls that MINA ROSS told her concerning 
ALFRED'S disappearance with the wife of hie next door neighbor. 

She said that on the way down to Mexico City HINA ROSS had made 
several attempts to tell her about something which 'was on her 
mind. However, she wa?*-ed until they arrived in Mexico City. She 
said she recalled that ALrAED SARANT'S disappearance possibly had 
‘something to do with the JULIUS ROSENBERG espionage case and this 
was quite a shock to her. She stated that she felt very bad about 
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this and believed that HINA ROSS had taken advantage of her in 
not telling her of this matter prior to their trip. She said 
very definitely that she would not have made this trip to 
Mexico with I IN > ROSS if she had known that HINA ROSS 1 son-in-law 
was connected in some manner with the Rosenberg case. Mrs. 

'“‘RUT.iiS said that MINA ROSS advised her that the FBI was looking 
for ALFRED SARANT in Canada and Mexico. 

Mrs. FRUHES recalled that she and MINA ROSS drove 
to Miami, Florida at the end of August, 1°50, where they met 
MINA’S husband, VICTOR, in Miami Beach. She said MINA had requested 
all the travel folders, etc, which they had obtained in connection 
with their trip so that she could be properly prepared to answer 
quostions in the event she was subsequently interviewed by the 
FBI, She said that VICTOR ROSS had so advised his wife that HINA 
would probably be contacted by” the FBI inasmuch as in her absence 
he had been interviewed by the FBI concerning ALFRED SARANT' S 
disappearance , 

lirs. FRUMES said she returned to New York City via 
air and believed that MINA and VICTOR ROSS returned via automobile, 
arriving home around the middle of September. She .said that 
soon after MINA ROSS returned to Ithaca she came to New York 
City with LOUISE SARANT for a weekend (September 15-17, 1950) 
and stayed at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 25 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City. She recalled that she met LOUISE SARANT and ALFRED 
SARANT' S sister, M r s. JOEL JAYSON, in HINA ROSS’ hotel room. 

She said that immediately prior to meeting LOUISE and ALFRED 
SARANT ' S sister in the hotel room she had advised MINA ROSS 
that due to the barrier which had arisen because of tho behavior 
of her son-in-law she would have no further contact with her. 

Mrs. IRUHLS said that this was the position of both herself 
and her sis tor-in-law, K^s. MURIEL KAHN. Mrs. FRUHES stated 
that she so advised MINA ROSS that her sister-in-law strongly 
urged her toVake this stand.

The current Manhattan telephone directory (1953-1954) 
lists EDNA. :D SILVER, lawyer, 11 Broadway, telephone number 
DI 4-4240 and residence as 467 Central lark west, telephone

Indices of the Now York office fail to reflect any 
record of a subversive nature believed to be identical with 
Mr. and Mrs. LD.^AND SILVER. 

It is apparent from the above information that the 
two entries appearing in SAAANT'S Eatos List Finder concern two 
different women by the name of LEVINE.

She advised 
that her acquaintance with ALINED S A RANT? was indirect through 
the parents of SARAiTT'S wife, i.e., Mr. and Mrs. NOSE, who acted 
as chaperones for one of the fraternity houses at Cornell. She 
said she knew thr ROSSES quite well but remembered meeting ALFRED 
SA.A1TT only once and speaking with him on the phone at the ROSS 
house once ofr twice. She recalled that SAiiAYT and his wife were 
building a home on the outskirts of Ithaca and recently hoard 
'through an old classmate that the SANAHTS were divorced. This 
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classmate was Mrs. WALTER WEISS, formerly STE..HAIVI.J THTiil-TATTER, 
and who no w resides in West Englewood, Now Jersey.- 

In l a l+6, which was the year that the SA RANTS moved 
to Ithaca, Mrs. SILVER was in her senior year and did not see too 
much of the ROSSES and for that reason did not meet the SARANTS 
often. She had no idea of SAINT'S activities, either of a 
Com unist or espionage nature, but she had heard comments that the 
ROSS family was ’’liberal to pink.”

V/hile residing at -ho latter address she attended a 
few public meetings which wore “probably held by the Communist 
iarty," but she said she never actually became a member of the 
farty or applied for membership. 

She did admit attending lec tures , which she referred to 
as the Sacco-Vansetti Group, for a couple of years during the 
mid 19^0*3, but stated that she did not know the group was 
Communistic . She advised she could not recall any of the 
individuals attending or the speakers in the Sacco-Vanzetti Group.

SARANT stated that his brother, RAYi.'"'JD 
c An..NT, resided in a suburb of London, England aid was the owner 
of Chemicals and Essential Oils, Ltd. This was an export- 
import firm, located in London, England. 



Lieutenant Commander JAMES ... GUIDA, Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, New Jersey, advised BA JOHN R. LYONS, of the Newark 
office, during June, 1950, that ALFRED SA ANT had a brother 
by the name of RAY, who was in England during the blitz and 
later -entered the United States Army and served in the African 
campaign, where he was captured by the Germans. According to 
to Lieutenant Commander G^IDA, RAYMOND SARA2CT, after four attempts 
lesca -ed from his prisoner of war camp and worked with the under- 
ground movement in Prance. 



Mrs. ROLAND (1 A iU.) FNRDICN, 12-01 Twelfth Fair- 

lawn, New Jersey, advised S-iS EUGENE C. JOLeS and JA‘ ES H. ETGDOK,

Mrs. JOEL JAY c ON, nee ELEC^IA SARArTT, Old westbury 
Road, Old Westbury, Long Island, New York, advised the writer 
on July 17, 1953 that her brother, RAYMOND SA.iANT, currently 
resides at Red Lodge, Blanford Road, Relgate, Surrey, England, 

She stated that her brother, RAYMOND, planned a trip to the 
United States at the end of July for the purpose ' of visiting' * 
his relatives in. the Baldwin -Free port area. She stated that 
RAY1 OND S A RANT was last in the United States in April, 1946 to 
attend the funeral of his mother, /

Mrs. JAYSON advised she does not have any knowledge 
8 s to the current location or whereabouts of her brother, ALFRED, 
and she said she was quite sure her brother, RAYMOND, had no 
knowledge concerning him. 

On July 31, 1953 Mrs. JOEL JAYSCN contacted the writer 
and advised that her brother, RAYM.'ND SARAHT, was to arrive in 
the United States from England on August 1, 1°53» She s tated 
that he was flying and should arrive at Idlewild Air Port in New 
York. She stated that his purpose for coming to the United 
States was to visit relatives in the Baldwin-Freeport, Long 
Island area and that he would probably rema5.n here for a fo\ir or 
five weeks visit. Mrs. JAYSON said that her brother could be 
reached in care of herself, 

T-3, of known reliability, advised on July 31, 1953 
.that RAYMOND SA RANT departed London 3-*H - .1 . on that date, via 
United B.O.A.C. flight number 523A, arriving New York 8:15 A.U. 
Aurust 1, 1°53. T-3 stated that RAYMOND SARANT would visit his 

fatlier and ramain in the United States for three to four weeks.. 
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On August 6, 1953 Mrsk JOEL JAYSON, mentioned previous!; 
contacted the writer and advised that her brother, RAY, arrived 
in New York on August 1, 1953» She stated he had flown from 
England on a United E.O.A.C. flight and that his immediate family 
met tho plane. She stated that he was staying at his brother, 
GdOnGE 1 S house, 716 South Grove Street, Freeport, inasmuch as 
GEORGE >,ad r -iore room to accommodate their brother than other 
members of the family.

On August 17, 1953 Mrs. JAYSON contacted the writer 
and advised that her brother, RAY. OND, was still residing with 
GEORGE in Freeport and would remain there during that week and 
probably tho next. Sho stated she was unable to accommodate 
him at her home due to the expected arrival of her husband's 
brother, his wife and two children as their house guests.

RAYTND SARANT 
roceivcd mail on that date from Agency of Barclay's (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas), 120 Broadway, New York 5, Now York.

On August 20, 1953 RAYMOND .SAuAITT was interviewed by 
C A HAHl AN C. LITTLEJOHN and the writer. RAYMOND SAYAN T at that 
time was visiting at the home if his sister, Mrs. JOEL JAYSON, 
mentioned previously, who owns the All-Jay Farms, Old V/esttury. 
Road, Old Westbury. Long Island. 

RAY! • ND SARAUT stated that he is currently employed 
as the manager of the manufacturing division of Ilichel Cosmetics, 
Inc, (Ltd.), 15 iark Road, London, N.W. 8, England. Ho stated 
that his principal is the Michel Cosmetics, Inc., of New York City. 
RAY) OND SAYAN T advised that he was currently in the United States 
on both a business and pleasure trip, having arrived on August 1, 
1953, via United B.C.A.C. and planned to leave the United States 
on August 24, 1953 at 3**00 . .i . by United B.O.A.C. F o stated 
that the roal underlining reason for his trip to the United States 
was to visit his aged father, HONDA GEORGE SA.1AFT, who has recently 
retired from his own insurance business in Baldwin. 

RAYIYND SARAH T advised that while in the United States 
he had buon visiting with various members of his immediate 
family in the Baldwin-Free port and Old i/cstbury, Long Island 
area.

Ho statod that they did not tako this 
too seriously and boliovod it was a phase in his political 
dovolopmont and that in time ho would rovert back to a moro con- 
servative approach to politics and affiliato himself with one 
of the major political parties. He advised that upon his visit 
to the United States in IOI 4.6 he had a serious discussion with 
ALFRED concerning this Communist matter and attempted to convince 
him that he shoud disassociate himself with his Communist fr.ionds 
and associates.

RAYMOND SARAH T candidly admitted that he would have 
to docidc after having hoard from, or having had some typo of 
contact with, his brother whothcr he would so advise the FBI and/ 
or the United States Embassy in London or this country. Howuver, 
RAYMOND S.» . .NT immediately thereafter stated that "ALFRED should 
take the rap for anything ho has done." He stated that ho has 
not bo^n in contact with ALFRED’S wife, LOUISE ROSS S..EANT, how- 
ever, it was his understanding that his sister, Mrs. JOEL J..YS0N, 
atvemptod to arrange a visit with LOUISE and her children at 
Mrs. JAYSON'S home during his (RAYMOND'S) visit in the United 
States. SARAH T stated that this invitation to LOUISE was doclined. 

RAYPOND SAR..MT volunteered that he hod attended New 
York University prior to his acceptance of a job in England (in

On June 30, 1953 Mrs. MURIEL KAHN , 31 West Eleventh 
Street, Now York City, telephone numbor AL 5-5304* jadvisod the 
writer that she had met "PUSS" ROSS first as a grammar school 
student at the Little Rod Schoolhouse in Greenwich ^Village . This 
would have taken place sometime in the mid 1930*3. She recalled 
that at that time her son, RCY", also was a student at the Little 
Red Schoolhouse and through the Parent-Teachers Association she 
met "PUSS’" mother, MINA, and her stop-father, VICTOR ROSS. 

Sho oxplainud that this introduction possibly came throu^x her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. FIRKA PRIMES , also known os Mrs.. SAMUEL FRUHES, 
who currently resides at 50 Wost Ninth Street, New York City. 

Continuing, M r s# ICAKN statod that her brothor, SAMUEL 
FRUHES, is doceascd. 

Sho stated she has visited in the ROSS homo in Ithaca, 
Now York and thero sho mot ALFRED SARA1TT. She recalled. having 
given gifts to the SARJTT children. Through her sistcr-in-law, 

M r s. FRDIA* PRUNES, she had learned that ALFRED had loft “PUSS” 
during 1950.”* It was her understanding that ALFRED Si.&JTT’S 
apartment in Now York City had had some connection with the 
atomic spy case. 

Sho statod that FRUIA 'PRUNES wont to IJoxico during

August, 1950 with HINA ROSS and upon the return trip from Mexico, 
possibly in Florida, sho lparnod from 1- IN.* ROSS of /XFRED SA IANT'- 
> r-ppoarancu. Sho related that upon learning of tho ROSS 
connection with tho atomic spy case sho told KUTA ROSS, during 
September, 1950, that sho would not have any further contact 
with her duo to this matter. She explained that sho boliovod 
sho could not continue to bo friendly with a moth <'■*■»- -in-law nf* - 
person who was connocted with tho atomic spy cuso. In rooailing 
her conversation concerning this matter with MIN.. 11 OSS, she stated 
that upon IilNA'S return from her Moxican trip sho stopped at 
tho Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York City during Soptember, 1950, 
at which time she received a call from her to visit I IN A. Sho 
stated that she went to see LINA in hor hotel roo™ . whoro LIN.* 
said* "What do you think about what that rat did? AL loft 
*.USS'and went away with the wife of tho neighbor whom they had 
lived with." HINA also said something to the effect that .'.LFIE 
and " 1 USS" had an apartment in Greenwich Village and had sub- 
leased it to a friend at the time they went to Ithaca. HINA RCSS 
indicated that it later turned out that this person had some 
connection with the atomic sp y case. 

According to Krs. KAHN, MINA ROSS explained ALFRED 
SARANT'S flight with another woman as "they were having an affair." 
Sho stated that n, IUSS* has boon wonderful about it all and 
is taking over the business-," HINA also commented that "/USS" 
was handling the entire business operation, which ALFRED is 
allegod to havo left unattended and that she was making out "O.K." 

Mrs. ICANN stated that sho had no knowledge that the 
ROSS or SARANT families had any connection with tho Communist 
iarty. However, sho stated that it was hor general improssion 
that in some years past they wero "Liberals-irogrcssives. " She 
was unable to give any specific oxapmplc of this political 
philosophy. She recalled something which sho felt to bo quite 
comical in thet VICTOR K. D. ROSS ran for a judgeship in the 
Ithaca, New 3$ork area on tho Republican ticket, several years 
ago. 
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Furthor o oncoming LOUISE ROSS, she stated that she 
rocallod that LOUISE ROSS had dated a Haitian, who was a studont 
at Cornell University. She believed that this took place prior 
to 19l4.3-19l+4> for in this period sho recalled that LOUISE ROSS 
took a trip to Mexico, which was for the purpose of ’'following" 
this Haitian studont. She recalled that while LOUISE was in 
Mexico she received a cablo from her in which she requested 
forty to sixty dollars. She recalled that she sont the requested 
money, amount not definitely recalled, and that LOUISE ROSS later 
repaid ^25.00 of this. She Stated that she did not know the 
namo of this Haitian student, however, she had hoard that his 
family was allegedly "high up" in the Haiti Government. Sho 
recalled that VICTOR ROSS was quite concerned over LOUISE'S 
friendship with this Haitian student and was aware that it would 
have an adverse affect upon his logal practice in the Ithaca area. 

Mrs. KAHN stated that eventually nothing materialized 
in connection with LOUISE'S friendship with this Haitian studont. 
It was her impression that LOUISE returned from Mexico alone. 

Mrs. KAHN stated that since her social break with the 
ROSSES she has had no contact with them whatever. 

Concerning hersolf she statod that sho and her son, 
E-HRAU1, travelled to Russia, England, ioland and France during 
l n 36. [it is noted that the records of the Passport Division, 
Department of State, ref loot that the KAHNS were issued passports 
in 1936 to travel to Russia, England, Poland and Franco. ”7 She 
stated that in going to Russia that her son and herself took 
the Shapiro Tour. Sho rocallod that this was an individual by 
the name of HENRY SHAPIRO, who went along as a guide and remained 
quite aloof from the other mo labors of the tour.

T-12, of known reliability, advised on January 1?, 

1952 that Mrs, MURIEL KAHN, not otherwise identified, but who 
had table 18, appeared on a list of persons attending a dinner 
sponsored by the American Committee to Save Refugees and the 
United Amoric an -Spanish Aid Committee hold at the Hotel Biltmore, 
on Monday March 23, 19ij.2 at 7 : 00 f.K.

0 n July 29, 1953 Mrs. FRIHA FRUMES, also known as 
Mrs. SAMUEL FRUMES, 50 West Ninth Street, New York City, telephone 
numbor AL 4-1771, was intervlowod by SA HE HI' AN C. LIT .'LE JOHN and

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the writer. She stated that she is employed as secretary to 
tho iioncer Youth of America, Inc., 4 5 Astor Place, New York 
City, telephone number GR 3-1727 • She said she has boon 
employed with this organization, which has youth camps, for a 
number of years. 

Mrs. FRUKES stated that she is the sister-in-law of 
Mrs. MURIEL KAKN and that her deceased husband is the brother 
of Mrs. KAIIN . 

She advised that she met Mr. and Mrs. VICTOR K.D. 

ROSS through the Parent- Teachers Association of the Little Red 
Schoolhouso during tho middle 1930’s, possibly during the 1936- 
1938 period. She stated that her meeting with the ROSSES 
was prior to tho ROSSES' moving to Ithaca, New York, She said 
that her daughter, who is younger than LOUISE ROSS, was also 
attending the Little Red Schoolhouso at that timo. She 
recalled that HINA ROSS and horsolf were in a play production 
sponsored by the Parent -Teachers ..ssociation and their friendship 
stemmed from this association. She stated that she did not 
recall where the ROSSES resided at the time, however, subsequent 
to their move to Ithaca sho recalled that MIKA ROSS did somotimes, 
when in New York City, "stay over H at her apartment. Which was 
then located at 59 West Tenth Street and later at her current 
address, 50 West Ninth Street. Sho recalled that LOUISE 
stayed at her apartment over a wbokond immediately prior to her 
attendance of a college in Clovoland, Ohio, which would be 
approximately 1941-194-2. Ihe purpose of her visit to New York 
City was for the purpose of shopping for clothes for college. 

She said that other than this weekend visit she did not recall 
that LOUISE ROSS had ever visited in her apartment and added that 
she definitely never stayed with her for a period of time. 

She vaguely recalled having met a Haitian boyfriend 
of LOUISE JK)SS, possibly in the Washington Square lark area, 
which is nean her current address. She said that it is possible 
she met this Haitian boyfriend at her 59 West Tenth Street address 
at one time and recalled that ho was a student at Cornell University* 
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She stated that she does not recall ever having visited LOUISE 
at her 65 Morton Street, Greenwich Village, apartment. 

Concerning ALFRED SARANT, she stated she never 
met him and that all she knows concerning him was furnished her 
primarily by MIMA ROSS. She said she never visited the ROSSES 
in Ithaca. She recalled that MIMA ROSS and herself took a trip 
to Mexico during August, 1950, via KINA'S Austin. She said that 
MINA came to New York City a few days prior to August 1, 1950, 
at which time she stayed at her apartment preparing for their 
trip and waiting for the time when she (Mrs. FfllHES) could get away. 
She said they drove to Mexico and arrived in Mexico City 
approximately in the August 12-15 period; stayed at a hotel, name 
unrecalled for one ni^it and went to another hotel, name unrecalled, 
on the next day. She stated that during their stay in Mexico 
City they received mail in care of wells Fargo. 

Mrs. FRUKES stated that while in Mexico City they took 
two trips, one to Tasco, or some similar Mexican city, where they 
remained for one or two nights. They later took a trip to 
Cuernavaca. She advised they were contihually together, except 
for one day each when they were respectively ill, due to a 
sickness resulting from food poisoning; She stated that she 
believes IIIKA R0S. c went shopping during part of the day that she 
(Mrs. FRUMES) was ill. She does not recall that i IMA ROSS had 
any visitors, made any contacts or received any communications 
while in Mexico, other than letters from her husband. 

lira. FRUTES said that while in the second Mexican 
hotel, name unrecalled, in which they stayed for most of their 
stay_in Mexico City, she recalls that MINA ROSS told her concerning 
ALFRED ' S disappearance with the; wife of hie next door neighbor. 

She said that on the way down to Mexico City MIMA ROSS had made 
several attempts to tell her abcut something which was on her 
mind. However, she waited until they arrived in Mexico City. She 
said she recalled that ALFRED S A RANT'S disappearance possibly had 
something to do with the JULIUS ROSENBERG espionage case and this 
Ves quito a shock to hor. She stated that she felt very bad about 
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this and believed that MINA ROSS had taken advantage of her in 
not telling her of this matter prior to their tx-ip. She said 
very definitely that she would not have made this trip to 
Mexico with 1 INA ROSS if she had known that HINA ROSS* son-in-law 
was connected in some manner with the Rosenberg case, Mrs, 

BRUMES said that MINA ROSS advised her that the FBI was looking 
for ALFRED SARANT in Canada and Mexico. 

Mrs. FRUMES recalled that she and MINA ROSS drove 
to Miami, Florida at the end of August, 1^50, where they met 
KINA*S husband, VICTOR, in Miami Beach. She said MMA had requested 
all the travel folders, etc, which they had obtained in connection 
with their trip so that she could be properly prepared to answer 
quostions in the event she was subsequently interviewed by the 
FBI , She said that VICTOR ROSA had so advised his wife that MINA . 
would probably be contacted by” the FBI inasmuch as in her absence 
he had been interviewed by the FBI concerning ALFRED SARANT’ S 
disappearance. 

Mrs. FRUMES said she returned to New York City via 
air and believed that MINA and VICTOR ROSS returned via automobile, 
arriving home around the middle of September. She; said that 
soon after MINA ROSS returned to Ithaca she came to New York 
City with LOUISE SARANT for a weekend (September 15-17, 1950) 
and stayed at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 25 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City. She recalled that she met LOUISE SARANT and ALFRED 
SARANT' S sister, M r s. JOEL JAYSON, in HINA ROSS* hotel room. 

She said that immediately prior to meeting LOUISE and ALFRED 
SARANT ’ S sister in the hotel room she had advised MINA ROSS 
that due to the barrier which had arisen because of tixo behavior 
of her sen-in-law she would have no further contact with her. 

Mrs* FRUMES said that this was the position of both herself 
and her sister-in-law, K r s . MURIEL KAHN. Mrs. FRUMES stated 
that she so advised MINA R03S that her sister-in-law strongly 
urged her -to make this stand,

Mrs. SAKANT advised that this entry refers to a 
Cornell University student whom she met through her parents.

SOL LEVINE. MD, 1598 Ocean Avenue, telephone number ES 7-6030. 

.The records of tho Registrar's Office, Cornell University, 
reflect thatWELEA BEATRICE LEVINE was born Decoittbor 11, 1925 
in Albany and that she entered Cornell on November 1, 1943 from 
Milne Hi#i School, Albany, New York. She listed her father as 
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ISIDORE LEVINE, 36 Ryckman Avenue, Albany. She attended the 

College of Arts and Sciences at Cornell and graduated .with an A.E. 

degroe on June 16, 194? • 
t / 

The records of the alumni office, Cornell, reflect 
that LEVINE is now married to EDwA.JD SILVER and her address, as 
of March, 1952 was 469 Central lark West, New York City. 

The current Manhattan telephone directory (1953-1954) 
lists EDwA.:D SILVER, lawyer, 11 Broadway, telephone number 
DI 4-4240 and residence as 467 Central lark West, telephone 
MO 3-4??9. 


Indices of the Now York office fail to reflect any 
record of a subversive nature believed to be identical with 
Mr. and Mrs. LD..ARD SILVER. 

It is apparent from the above information that the 
two entries appearing in SARAH T ’ S Bates List Finder concern two 
different women by the name of LEVINE. 

T-13, of known reliability, advised on July 6, 1953 
that the EDWARD SILVERS of 467 Central lark 'West, as of June 29, 
1953 have a temporary address of 7 Observatory Drive, Cro ton-on - 
Hudson* 


On July 23, 1953 M r s. EDWARD SILVER, nee MELBA LEVINS, 
advised SAS ROBERT L. S'WEESOIT, Jr. and WILLIAi A. LAMB, Jr. 
that she, her husband and a two-year old child are spending 
the summer at 7 Obsorvatory Drive, Croton-on-Hudson. She advised 
that her acquaintance with .'JARED S A RANT was indirect through 
the parents of SARAH T* S wife, i.e., Mr. and Mrs. ROSS, who acted 
as chaperones for one of the fraternity houses at Cornell. She 
said she knew thr ROSSES quite well but remembered meeting ALFRED 
SA.-lAiTT only *pnce and speaking with him on the phone at the ROSS 
house once or twice. She recalled chat SARA1TT and his wife wero 
•building a home on the outskii'to of Ithaca and recently hoard 
through an old classmate that tho SARANTS were divorced. This 
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clasrmate was Mrs. WALTER WEISS, formerly STEPHANIE TFUAHAUER, 
and who now resides ih West Englewood, Now Jersey. 

In 19i|6, which was the year that the S A RANTS moved 
to Ithaca, Mrs. SILVER was in hor senior year and did not see too 
much of the ROSSES and for that reason did not meet the SARANTS 
often. She had no idea of SA-vAi'T'S activities, either of a 
Com unist or espionage nature, but she had heard comments that the 
ROSS family was ’’liberal tc pink. n She also recalled that there 
was a KA;C FINE STONE, a student at Cornell, whose family lived in 
Ithaca, and whom she thought was friendly with the SARANTS. FIRE- 
STONE was last seen by her in Now York City when he was working 
for the . sychological Corporation of America. He had attended 
tine Labor School at Cornell.

Mrs. SARANT statod that this entry refers to FRED 
C : IlTSFE ; 'iN and his wife, ELEANOR V;AY TRUAX, whom she met in high 
school. * ^ 

Mrs. FREDERICK NORTON GINSBERN , nee ELEANOR HAY TRUAX, 
was interviewed at her residoncc, 30 Park Avenue , Ardsley, New 
York, bj SAS JOHN E. FOLEY and HAROLD E. LITT on April 7,1953. She 
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advised that ALFRED SARAH T married LOUISE ROSS, a high school 
friend from Ithaca, Sho said that she was awaro that ALFRED 
had left his wife, however, sho did not know any of the details 
and denied any knowledge of SARANT’S espionage activity or 
subversive activities on SARANT’S part. 

She stated that she and her husband had visited in the 
SAAANTS* Ithaca, Now York residence, ELEANOR GINSBEEH admitted 
that in 1937, while in Ithaca, Now York, she was a member of 
the American Student Union, 

Ihe California Committee on Un-American Activities 
in its report l n 43» page 115, cited the American Student Union 
as "A Communist larty front organization for the indoctrination 
of American students in colleges and universities in the United 
States,” 


Ilrs, GINSEEKL7 stated that sho came to New York City 
from Ithaca in the early 1940* 8 and resided at 173 Sullivan 
Street, ’-/bile residing at vho latter address she attended a 
few public meetings which were ‘"probably held by the Communist 
iarty,'* but she 3aid she never actually became a member of the 
Party or applied for membership. 

She did admit attending lectures, which she referred to 
as the Sacco-Vanzetti Group, for a couple of years during the 
mid 194-0* s, stated that she did not know the group was 

Communistic. She advised she could not recall any of the 
individuals attending or the speakers in the Sacco-Vanzetti Group. 

On April 9, 1953 REED GIN SEE AN telephonic ally contacted 
SA HAROLD K. LIGHT at tho New York office in connection with 
thd interview of his wifo, ELEANOR LAY GIHSEEAN on April 7, 

1953 by SAS FOLEY and LIGHT. GINSBERN stated that ho resides 
at 30 1'ark Avenue, Ardsley, New York and is associated with 
Horace Ginsbem and Associates, 205 East 42d Street, New York 
■City, an architectural firm. 
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GINSBEEN advised that his telephone call was prompted 
*>y the interview of his wife and that he and his wifo had fully 
discussed the interview and felt that he could add nothing to 
that which his wife had stated. He said he called to clarify 
his position and did not feel a personal interview necessary. 

GINSBEEN stated that he is not now and never was a 
member of the Communist i-arty or associated with any Ci fronts. 

Ho admitted casually knowing ALFRED and LOUISE SARANT. 
He explained that his wife, ELEANOR, was a high school friend 
of LOUISE. 


GINSBEEN concluded that he considers himself a loyal 
American and said he could not understand how anyone could ever 
consider him as having been associated with any subversive 
organizations. 

GINSBEEN was re- interviewed by SA JOHN E. V/AONEE and 
SA LICET on June 16, 1953* He failed to furnish any additional 
information. 


T- 14 ., of known reliability advised that between 
December 1, l'ty.S and February, 19^.9 a communication was receivod 
by Mrs. JOSEPH ELSON of Culver City, California, from one 
GINSBUN, 155 West 20th Street, New York City. 

ELIZABETH BENTLEY, self-confca ed former Soviet agent, 
has advised that Mrs. J0SE..K ELSON, with alias Nay Elson, was 
formerly a close business and espionago associate of hers. NAY 
ELSON had a position in espionage which corresponded to that of 
Miss BENTLEY. 


On October 3> 1950 T-15, of known reliability, advised 

that FEED .GINSBEEN of Ardsley, New York, was a Communist. T-15 
said that thb latter, formerly of New YcPjk, had changed his 
name from FEED GINSBERG. 
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In September of 19 52 T-15 advised that GINSEEEN has 
stated he is a Communist and has a high regard for Russia, 
according to T-15, GINSEEHN has been gloating over his Communist 
activities. 



On March 3, 19^7 T-17, of known reliability, advised 
that Miss T1IUAX, with alias, Mrs* GINSBEEN , 155 West 20th Street, 
New York City, attended a dance_^lLjtho_Sa^co^Va'n_zctt5^_Club 1 C, 



Informant stated tnat in 
ELEANOE TENAX moved to 155 West 20th. Street, Now York City, 
and was no longer affiliated with the club. T-17 stated he was 
not aware of any Ci membership on the part of FEED GIKSEEIiN. 


In June of l 0 !^ T-18, of known reliability, advised 
that Mr. and Mrs. F.1I. GINSBENN, 155 West 20th Street, New York 
City, addrei.-ed a communication to Federal Judge HAEOLD E. i EDINA, 
Federal Court Houso, Foley Square, New York, vhich stated, "I 
wish to express my mounting distaste for the undemocratic and 
•unfair conduct of the trial of the leaders of the Communist Party 
as recently expressed by y.ur jailing of three of the defendants.” 

It is to be noted that the Ci leaders mentioned above 
were being tried in the United States District Court, Southern 
District of Now York, for violation of the Smith Act. 

On March 9, 19^9 T-19, of known reliability, advisod 
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that FiiED GINSBERN was among those who attended the 13th moeting 
of the executive committee. Now York State Arts, Sciences and 
professions Council, held February 22, I 9 I 4.9 in Now York City. 

Dio National Council of the Arts, Sciences and Profession 
which incorporates the New York State Arts, Sciences and Profession 
has been cited as a Communist front by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities in its House Report number 1954# page 2, 
on April 26, 1950* 

2he records of the Manhattan Board of Elections, 
reviewed by SE CLINTON E. POLLOCK, reflect that FiiED and ELEANOR 
GINSBERN registered with the American Labor Party (AL. ) in 1947, 
1948 a nd 1949 from 155 West 20th Street, New York City. The 
l c 47 election records indicate GINSBERN last registered from 475 
West l 86 th Street, New York City.

No rocord 
could be located for GINSBERN in the 1941 records. Die 1940 
election records reflect he registered from 475 West 186th 
Street, Now York City, with one of the two major political 
parties and it was indicated it was his first vote. 

The 1947 election records reflect ELEANOR GINSBERN 
last registered from 173 Sullivan Street, How York City. No 
record could be iocatod for ELEANOR GINSBERN in the 1946 records. 
Die 1944 and 1945 election records reflect ELEANOR TRUAX 
registered with the ALP from 173 Sullivan Stroet, New York City. 

Die 1944 records indicate she last registered in 1940 from 
717 East Buffalo Street, Ithaca, New York. 

Die “Guide -to Subversive Organizations and publications ,* 1 
dated Hay. 14, 1951, prepared and released by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, United States House of Representatives, 
Washington, D.C . , ^contains tho following concerning the AL 1 : 
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“American Labor Party 

“1. ‘For years, the Communists have put forth the 
greatest efforts to capture the entire American Labor Party 
throughout New York State. They succeeded in capturing the 
Manhattan and Brooklyn sections of the American Labor Party 
but outside of Now York City they have been unable to win

It was ascertained 
that one iHYLLIS GOLD, the daughter of a current tenant, Mrs, 
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LEONA GCULDING, apartment IP, had formerly resided with her 
mother at this address, 

Mrs. ANNiT KOCHFELBER, a relative of Mrs. LEONA GOULDING, 
who is utilizing the latter »s apartment during the summer, in the 
absence of Mrs, GCULDING, advised the writer on July 14* 1953 
that Mrs. GOULDING has a daughter by the name of .KYLLIS GOLD, 
who is allegedly married and rcsidos in the Now York C.rty area. 

Mrs. KOCHFELDEA could not furnish the married name or address of 
iHYLLIS COLD. She advised that Mrs, LEONA GOULDING could be 
contacted at the Green Mountain (Boys) Camp, Brando, Vermont. 

P .ED =<ENZEL has previously advised SA WILLIAM 7. NOEUEN, 
Jr. that Mrs. MOULDING oporates a cafotoria in a public school 
in the Bronx. T-20, of known reliability., advised LA liOEM AT on 
May 20, 1953 that on February 13, 1945 LEONA GOULDING made an 
application for the position of dietitian at the high school of 
Music and Arts, 135th Street and Convent Avenue in Harlem. She 
indicated that die was born on l arch 24 , 1902 and had been a 
dietitian for tho past ten years. Therefore, it is reasonable 
to presume that Mrs. GOULDING is omployed as a dietitian with 
the Green Mountain Camp. 

In connection with another Investigation, Dr. ALTITUN C. 
LINDEN, 2 East 86th Street, Now York City, was interviewed by 
SA ROEHER on February 5» 1953* Or. LINDEN advised that ILONA 
GCULDING, 345 West 55th Street, New York City is the sistor of 
ALICE WARD, wife of NED S.ARXB, Ci leader. ALICE ufABB* £• correct name 
is CLARA MELTZER. Dr. LINDEN'S wife, BARBARA E. LINDEN, is the 
sister of ALICE WARD and LE'NA GOULDING. 

It is noted that the whereabouts and employment of NED 
SI ARKS have been unknown since June, 1951* No information has 
been received to indicate that Si ARKS has been removed from the 
national level of tho CM. No information concerning the whereabouts 
and employment of ALICE ..ARD has boen devoloped since the fall 
of 1 ^ 51 .

XIII - INTERVIEW OF P HILIP .ARZEN 

On May 18, 1953 i'HILI. . AAZEN was interviewed by SA 
EDWARD J. CAHILL and the writor in connection with another 
investigation, 

iAUZEN advised that ho is employed by the Federal 
Telecommunications Laboratory (FTL) , Kutloy, New Jersey. He 
resides at 85 iennington A v onue, . assaic. New Joriey. He was 
bom June 28,1916 at Tuscyn, i'oland. He entered the United States 
with his father, SAMUEL, on June 20, 1920. He has a derivative 
citizenship obtained when his father was naturalized in 1926 in 
the Southern District of Now York. He stated that the family 
name before entering the United Statos has been .ARZENC/JS./SKI 
and that his oivn name had been FEIVLL rather than *EILI. • a AAZEN 
attended the College of the City of Now York {CCNY) during the years 

1934 to 1939. 

Concerning JOEL BARA, aARZEN advised that he first mot • 
BAIL: while they were students at CCNY, probably about 1936 or 1937* 
He admitted he knew EARN quito well and, as a matter of fact, 
they both studied together during their school days. He was not 
suro if he had over visited at BARR'S homo, however, he recalled 
that BAR.; at that time lived somewhere in Brooklyn, Now York. 

He was sure of the fact that BARR had visited at his home, lip.7 
Grand Concourse, for the purpose of studying. Ho said that JOEL 
BARR, while at C'lTY, was active in the Young Communist League 
and his source for this information was HILTON KLEIN. 

Aftor leaving collogo in 1^39 i AAZEN stated ho lost 
contact with BARR and it was not until ^ometimo in the year 19)44 
that he again mot BARR. 
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It is noted that the Young Communist League has been 
dosigjiated by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450 . 


Concerning his recontact with BAER, *AEZEN explainod 
as follows: 

KAX FEINSILVER, in 1944* was attending musical concerts 
at Washington Irving High School, given by the 1’eoplc's Symphony. 
While at ono of the concerts FEINSILVER met JOEL BAER, who 
invited him to attend musicalos which were being held in BAER’S 
apartment at 65 Horton Street. FEINSILVER had met JOEL BARR at 
CCNY during the period 1934*1938, therefore, they were acquainted 
with one another. As a result, FIN SILVER invited him, LAEZEK, 
to accompany him to 65 Morton Street sometime during the winter 

of 1944V 


iAEZEl-T believes that they were also joined by a 
STANLEY KAYER. Whon they arrived at 65 Morton Streot they wero 
met at the door by an unrccalled individual who perpiittod them 
to enter. iAi'iZEN recalls that there were approximately fifteen 
or twenty people seated about the room. Bie room liras so crowded 
that it was necessary for a ’number of persons to take scats on 
the floor. Uiere woro no introductions. He recalled that the 
lighting was rather dim and that for the next two hours classical 
music was' played on a record player. Upon tho conclusion of the 
program, JOEL BAE.i introduced jtAEZEN to ALFRED SARAH T and thoy 
had a briof conversation. Shortly thereafter FEINSILVER, A ARISEN, 
and he believes STANLEY KAYER , left and returned to their own 
homos in the Bronx. Concerning the apartment itself, iARZEN re- 
called that it was located approximately four or five stories above 
the street lovel and while there was not too much furniture in the 
room he recalled that tho record player was a high fidelity 
machine, apparently of a home-made type. He also recalled that 
close by the recorder there was a flood-light containing one large 
reflector. Diis was tho type that stood by itself on the floor. 

He doos not rpca3,l seeing any photographic equipment. 
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His next visit to 65 Morton Street, he believes, 
occurred the following Sunday. FEIN SILVER and he visitod here, 
however, they were unable to find JOEL BARR at home. Ee did 
recall meeting ALF-liJ Sitl—'T o^ tins occasion* SA. a.i'?T, after 
admitting him to the apartment, offered them some crackers aid 
cheecse, however, iAR2ET7 stated he declined same. On this visit, 
there were less than ten people present, both male and fomale. 

He recalls also that ALT RED G.REiNT' S name was on tlie mail box 
in the hallway to this building. «t the time the so visits to 
65 Morton Street occurred, aARZEN was employed at the ircmier 
Crystal Laboratory, 63 iark Row, Now York City. Ee was engaged 
in rosearch work concerning the design of quartz froquontly 
transmitters. lie stated this was pure research work and the 
transmitters we re to be subsequently used in equipment for some 
b.anch of the armed forces. iAnZEN believes that he may havo 
visitod 65 Horton Street on several other occasions, however, 
he stated ho could not recall any additional do tails.

GREEN stated, according to T-12, that he was originally from 
Now York, but had been residing in Mobile, Alabama, for about 1 
six months.

T-12 identified the photographs of the STEINGARTs as being

273 Green Street, San Francisco, on July 24, 1945; also, that 
HARRY STEINGART had attended a meeting of the members of the 
Dreiser branch of the Communist Party on February 6>\ 1947* 

T-17 further advised that on March 21, 1947 SYLVIA STEINGART 
told him that HARRY was in Birmingham, Alabama, and Intended 
to bo there for five or six months. He had written to SYLVIA 
and told her that he was rapidly forming a little group of 
his own down there inasmuch as he had "located, a number of

Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities in California, 
Senator JACK B. TENNEY, Chairman, dated 1947# on Page 213 re- 
flects that the Committee established the following facts by 
documentary evidence: 

"1* The FAECT was organized by the Communists 
and has been under complete Communist 
domination since 1933*
